A BY-LAW 


A By-Lair  to  provide  for  the  better  observe  n ee  of  the 
Lord’s  I>ay  common! g colled  Sunday, 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  pass  a By-Law'  to 
provide  for  the  better  observance  of  the  Lord’s 
Day  commonly  called  Sunday. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  New  Westminster  as 
follows : — 

1.  That  from  and  after  the  coming  into  force  of  this 
By-Law,  no  merchant,  tradesman,  saloon-keeper  or 
other  liquor-dealer,  either  by  wholesale  or  retail, 
artificer,  mechanic,  workman,  labourer  or  other  per- 
son whatsoever,  shall,  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of 
New  Westminster,  on  the  Lord’s  day,  commonly  called 
Sunday,  sell,  or  publicly  show  forth,  or  expose,  or 
offer  for  sale  or  purchase,  any  goods,  chattels,  or  other 
personal  property  whatsoever,  or  do  or  exercise  world- 
ly labour,  business,  or  work  of  his  or  her  ordinary- 
calling;  conducting  a livery  stable,  conveying  travel- 
lers or  Her  Majesty’s  mail,  selling  drugs  and  medi- 
cines, and  other  works  of  necessity  and  works  of 
charity  only  excepted. 

2.  No  person  or  persons  shall,  within  the  City  of 
New  Westminster,  during  the  hours  of  the  Lord’s 
Day,  commonly  called  Sunday,  exhibit,  sell,  barter, 
or  give  any  intoxicating  liquor,  or  open,  or  permit  to 
be  opened,  any  saloon,  bar-room,  gambling  or  billiard 
room,  or  other  place  of  public  entertainment,  between 
the  hours  of  12  o’clock  on  Saturday  night  and  12 
o’clock  on  Sunday  night. 

3.  Any  person  or  persons  guilty  of  an  infraction  of

second  offence  a sum  not  less  than  thirty-five,  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars,  exclusive  of  costs,  or  in.de 

fault  of  payment  thereof  forthwith,  or  of  sufficient 
distress,  fi.  imprisoned  in  the  common  gaol  for  any 
term  not  exceeding  one  month,  and  for  the  third  and 
each  subsequent  offence  the  sum  of  lifty  dollars,  ex- 
clusive of  costs,  or  in  default  of  payment  thereof 
forthwith,  or  of  sullicient  distress,  be  imprisoned  in 
the  common  gaol  for  any  term  not  exceeding  one 
month.

rirHE  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vancouver, 
X in  Council  assembled,  enact  as  follows; —

be  the  day  fixed  by  this  By-Law  for  taking  the  votes 
of  the  electors  of  this  City  on  the  By-Law  mentioned 
in  the  recital  hereof,  from  the  hour  of  nine  of  the  clock 
in  the  forenoon  till  five  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon.

WHEREA8  under  the  Corporation  of  Victoria 
Water  Works  Act,  1873,  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Water  Commissioner  to  examine,  consider  and  decide 
upon  all  matters  relative  to  supplying  the  said  City, 
by  the  means  contemplated  by  that  Act  with  a suffi- 
cient quantity  of  pure  and  wholesome  water  for  the 


poration  of  the  City  of  Victoria  as  follows:- 

1.  Peter  Summcrfield,  Esquire,  C.  E.,  is  hereby  ap- 
pointed Water  Works  Commissioner. 

2.  The  said  Peter  Summcrfield  shall  proceed  forth- 
with to  prepare  and  report  to  this  Council  a scheme 
for  the  extension  of  the  present  City  Water  Works 
system  so  as  to  insure  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  said 
City  of  Victoria  a constant  supply  of  wholesome  water 
from  Beaver  and  Elk  Lakes  of  not  less  than  one  mil- 
lion five  hundred  thousand  gallons  per  diem. 

3.  In  addition  to  the  duty  of  preparing  the  plans  for 
the  extension  of  the  present  water  works  system,  the 
said  Water  Commissioner  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  in  connection  with  the  City  Water  Works  as 
may  be  required  of  him  from  time  to  time  by  the  May- 
or and  Council  of  said  City  of  Victoria. 

4.  During  the  time  the  said  Peter  Summertield  shall 
continue  to  hold  the  office  of  Water  Commissioner,  he 
shall  be  paid  as  remuneration  a salary  at  the  rate  of 
S125  per  month. 

5.  The  said  Peter  Summerfield  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  month’s  notice  prior  to  being  relieved  of  his  duties 
as  Water  Commissioner. 

6.  All  By-Laws  or  sections  of  By-Laws  that  are  not 
consistent  with  this  By-Law  arc  hereby  repealed. 

7.  This  By-Law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Water  Com- 
missioner By-Law,  1887.”
